It  was  in  the  "Aigust  1st  Declaration  "  as  well  a~  in 
the  Decerr.be r  Resolution  1935"  that  the  new  policy  of  the 
Chinese  Communist  Party  v/a3  formally  determined  ard  made 
krovrn  to  the  public.  The  August  1st  Declaration  was  announced 
during  the  session  o'  the  7th  Conintorn  Convention,  in  which
